Wasnixoron, Dec, D.—A oanvass of the Na.
tional Committeemen and other prominent Re-
publicans mssembled in Washington to-night
phows that 8t. Louls has the lead In the contest
for the honor of entertalnlng tho Hepubliean
National Conventlon of 1800, New York won's
get the honor mand doesn't seem to want
it. The Chamber of Commerce delegation
arrived  here this evening, apparently en.
tuusiastic mnd making big promises, but
Mr. Platt and others had been on band all day,
and did not deny the general report that New
york was making merely a half-hearted fight
for the honor. Republican members of Con-
gress from New York openly admitted that the
organization was dolog nuthiong in bebalf of
New York, and, In fuot, was discountine the
work of the Chamber of Commerce dolegntes.,

This morning It looked na if Chicago wounld
be selected without an effort, but her repre-
nentatives aro so lukewarm in the contest that
the workers for San Francisco and 8t Louls
wers enabled to make rapid Meadway. This ls
the combination that It Is thought will win to-
morrow. San Francisco has many frienda on
the commitiee, and her offer to bid as high for
the Convention as any other town will put her
in the front rank of competitors, buk
Lier great diswance from (he East, ler
Inck of telegraph facllitien, and the great
differenco in time are objections that eannot be
surmounted. As soon ns this wis apparent St.
L mlsy eamo to the front. Chicago she regarded
s bher only rival, because 1'ittaburgh, owing to
its wretclied hotel facilitios and for other good
nnd sufficient reasons, has not really been in the
fight from the start.

Loxpox, Dec, B.—The correspondent of the
United Press in Constentinople telegraphs un-
der yesterday's date as follows:

“ A communlcation froin Harput, which has
been received by United States Minister Ter-
rell, makes reference to the report that the
Americans ot that place had concealed weapons
in their houores, to be distributed nmnnlz the
Armeniaus. To rofute this story, the [ntter
says, nll the Americans at Harpul went to the
Government oMees nnd  handed over to the an-
thorities five revolvers, which comprised every
weapon thiey posessed. Tley even went further
than thin.  After giving up their own arms they
indoced the Armenians to give up what guns
and pistols they had.

“The massacre occurred the day after this
gurrender was made, The batteries of artlllery
whiclh were planted on the hill overlooking the

town fired foto the butldings nceupl by the
misslons, but the Turks hnve since pretended
that the shotk were intended for the Kords, who

RELIEF WORK IN ARMENIA.

At Least Four Supcrintendents of Diutri-
bution Necded,

HBosros, Dec, §,—A letter was recelved In Bos-
top this morning from an Amerlcan in Constan-
tinople. He says:

“Happlly men can bo kept alive In these
reglons on two cents a day per Lead. But we
are troubled to get the money. All the mer-
chants are rulned, so that drafis cannot longer
bo casned, We have tried to utllize the Euro-
pean administrations of the tobacco monopoly
and the public debt, which continually wish to
remit money here, But they say that thelr
receipts aro too small to meet oor needs, Wo
are now trying the expensive method of sending
tho actual gold by post. 'This (s dangerous and
unsntisfactory., For an effectual rellef work it
is uu.n:: to bz essential for the United Staies
Government to take oMolal protection of tho
men who distribute. Otherwise nothtog will be
permitted by Turkey.

“If there Ina rellef Commission organized In
America on the independent basis it should send
at least four superintendonts of distribution.

DYNAMITE IN DER CHAIL?

MORE DRUPPLEA FOR HERR TANM-
SEN FROM OLD BILL FOSBURG.

Alleged Plot of the Fost Ofes Thioves to
Blow Down the Wall-Thers In a Hole
in the Mortar and SMome Mrickas Are
Looss — The Mole Minfed with a Non.
explosive-Tameen and Pollee Cnlled Kn.

A dynamite plot was the sensation of the
Distrlet Attorney's offoe and Ludlow strect
jall yesterdny. It 18 sald to have been divnlged
by old Bill Voaburg, the green goods man, who,
baving pleaded gullty to selling green goods,
had turned Eiato's evidence againat Sherif?
Tameon and Is tolling how Russell, Killoran,
and Allen got out of Jall on July 4.

A the story was firat heard, it said that old
Bill had been a party to s plot to blow up & part
of Ludlow street fall with dynamite, nnd in that
manner enabla his son-in-law, Russell, with
Killoran nnd Allen, to escaps, O Bill, it sald,
hiad entered into the schiemo and lald the mine,
and then his soft heart bad overcomas him, and
hie refused to go forward with the plot because
of the numbers of innocent persons whose Hyves
would of necessity be endangered.

The story stood at that geroral form when
specific ingniriea wers made of Col. Fellows
and Assistant, Dimeict Attorney Hartow S,
Weeks, apd of Manrice Meyur and VWaunhope
Lynn, the counsel for old Bill.

At tirst all of thess persons elther refused to
taik about the matter or denied any knowledge
of It, but abont 6:40 o'olock Mr. Weeks had a
conference with Col, Fellows and thon told the
followlog tale:

“ A few days ngo," hosald, **a rumor renched
the District Attorney that amoug the plans of
escape which Russell, Killoran, snd Allen had
in contempliatinn was to blow up the prison wall

with dynamite. To-day mure definite informa-
tlon of this nature reached us and we nnder-
took an investigation.

4 man had gone to the nllway of the house
adjoining the si.udlmﬂr stroet Jaii on the north,
one through that house to the yard, which ml-
oins the Jail yard wall, and there he liad found
twenty or thirty bricks of the wall lvose. Ho
reuoved theds bricks, but there was no dyna.
mite there. Hethen went to the ballway of ¥75
Hroome street and passed thrm:lth {nto Its yard,
which Is opposite the same prison yard wall,
1'here ho found & large apace of thewall which
hiad apparently been removed at gome Lime
since tne wall was ballt, rod the bricks theno ro-
placed with skill, as if by n mason, In the mor-
inr between two bricks a hole bad been bored,
Ile dug out some mortar and mized with futn
sort of sawduast such as dynamite eartridges
come paeked in. This was tested, but was found
not to be explosive.

There was much that was untold in this tale
rod Mr. Weeks expinfoed that he couldn't il

up the blanks, but thess an to up
pretty soon.  Mr, Maurice Meyer added s bit to
tho story.

[ want it undarstood.” he sald, “that old
Bill Vosburg had nothing to do with the plant-
ing of this dynamile. After the Post OMco
robbers escaped by holding up Tamsen's keep-
ers, Hussell, hin son-in-Iaw, took refuge with
him, and while he was there he told Vosbur,
abont the dynamite.  When Bill agreed to tell
about how the Fost Office robbers escapeid, ho
said he would tell all be knew about lt, and
among otbher things he told about this dyon-
mite plot. Little was thought sbout this until
three days ago, when Voshurg insisted that the

At the rt uf the wall opposite 275
Hroome street there was no slgn found of nowly
Inid up brickwaork, but thers was a large spaca
where the mortar had been partly Qug ont be-
tween the bricks. Atoneof these r aces thero
was the hole, A eane poked into this hole re.
vealod that {t was perhiaps seven inches deep
and that it had been flled with asort of w
2uln instead of the mortar.

Hauirax, Dee, 0.—~The steamer Martello,
Capt. Rae, from Hull, Eng., bound to Now York,
steamed slowly up to this eity thin evening,
having In tow the Britlah steamer Manlanset
with lier tall shaft broken.

The Manhanset was bound to New York from
Rotterdam, and hos & very amall cargo. Her
exporience while lying helpless and at the
maorcey of theseas s athrilling one. The Cap-
taln rays:

“We loft Rotterdam on Nov., 23 for New
York, and alinost from the start we met with
steong gales from the east, which continued to
the 2oth, when the weather moderated for n
shorttime only to spring up again with renswed
vigor. On Dee. 3 the gale Inoreased until it blew
a perfect nurrieane with a tremendous sea,
eanning the ship to roll and piteh fn a frightful
mnnner. The engines wers racing badly, and
at 11 o'cloek that morning the tall end of the
shaft broke in the tube. This left us entirely
helpless nnd at the mercy of the storm,

*Tne ship immedintely fell into the trongh of
the sea, rolllng and pltching like a cork, and we
all belleved that she wounld turn over. The
sea flooded the cabins and carrled off every-

thing moveabls on tho decks. It was Impon-
pible to stapd on the deck without belne
Jasbed and the crew had MANY NArrow esonpes,
After n night of anziety and peril, the weather
moderated and the next morning sails were put
up, but little headway was made. The ship
drifted to leeward,

* At 7 o'clock on Thursday mornlng thesteam-
er Martello responded to P;\lﬁnlli for assistance
and agreed to tow us to Hallfax, that being the
nearest port. An Attempt was made 1o paas lines

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HOT HUNT FOR BURGLARS.

A FILLAGE TURNED OUY OF BED T0O
JOIN IN THE CHASKE,

Eimeriek, Me, Poopls Arm Themselven
wiih Revolvers, Fliashforks, and Clabs,
nnd Iuery Forth in the Night After Meon
Who Mad Broken inte a Natlonal Bank,

Lamunics, Me, Dee. 9.—The people of thia
peacolful farming community were thrown inlo
& ferment of excitement early this morning by
the attempt of ngang of professionnl cracks-
men to rob the Limerick National Bank,

Allttle after midnlght Selectman E. A, Bad-
ler, who lives across the street from the bank
bullding, was aronsed by a terrible explosion,
AL firet lie thought his house had baan shaken
by an earthquake, and he quickly Jumped out
of bed to make an investigation,

Upan looking cut of the chamber windew he
saw several men skulking round the bank
pullding. Realizing that an attempt to rob the
bank wan meditated, he raised the window and
shonted to the men to get out or he would shoot
them. 'To this warning one of the burglars
replled:

* Put down that window, you old fool, or I'll
blow your — hend off "

The Selectman, who (8 not easlly frightened,
#till stood In the window and ordered the men
off. A sccond later there was asharp report,
and a bullet whistled dangerouely near Mr,
Badler's heal.

He concluded that he was deallng with no or-
dinary burgiar, and, jumping back from the
window, ran down stairs and dressed himsolf,

He then ran out of the back door and across
o the house of Deputy Sheriff Beacham, whom
he ootified that & gang of burglars were blow-
ing open the vault in the bank.

Beacham was soon dressed, and together the
men started in the direction of the bank bulld-
ing. Whon they arrived thero the robbers had
fled and all was qulel.

The front door of the bullding waa wide open,
and the glaas in the windows was broken and
neattored about the Aoor. The lnterior of the
pank was & total wreek, and papers and office
furniture were strewn aboul.

The outer door of the vaull was blown open.
but the door of the inner wault, where the
money and securitles are kept, wan intact. In
the door to the outer vault three holes had heen
drilled about the lock.

The burglars got nothing for thelr trouble, as
the bank books and other papers, which are of
no value to any one except the bank people,
were the only things to which they got access,
That the men were professslonal crackamen
wns at onco evident to Deputy Beacham, and he
determined If possible to capture them,

Tke villagers were aroured Immoediately, and,
armed with guns, pitchforks, old revolvers, and
axes, the party started (n search of the burglara,
They searched the woods and surrounding
conntry, but up to late Lhis afternoon Lad not
psucceeded in capturing the burglars,

Sadler thought he counld distinguish the forms
of three men, and the imprints of feet in the
snow indlcate that there wero thiree In the gang.

They had s horsa fastensd at the side of the
ashorl distance from the bank, and they
drove off across tho country.

Except the tracks in the snow and a hammer,
the crooks left nn clues, The hammer was
found nfterward to have been taken from n
hlacksmith .h"f.,ln the \"I]ll{ . By the tracks
of the carrlage in the snow the officers were able
to track them for a long distance. They went
toward Newflold and are snpposed to be making
for the New Hampablire line.

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700 SOLDIERS KILLED.

ARNTASINIANS SURROUND A AMALL
RODY OF ITALIAN TROODPS.

The Soldiers Fxbanst Thelr Ammnonition,
nnd Then the Enemy Uhurge On Them—
Fourteen Ofeers Killed—-Sending Belns
forcements—Mueh Fucltement In Rome,

Rowr, Dee. 0. - The Government mads the an-
nouncement in the Chamber of Depution to-day
thut the ive companies of Ttalian soldiers roine
posing the eolumn under the esmmanid of Mnjor
Toaselll, operating th Abyssinia, lind been snr-
prised and snrrounded by o force of 23,000 na-
tives, and that only s muall portion of the comn.
mand had suecesded In breaking through the
belenguering lines and making thelr retreat to
Mnkallo,

The fate of Major Tosselll and that part of
his eownmand remaining with him is ns yot nn-
known. Gen, Baratierl, commanding the Ital-
ian forees In Abyeainia, is conoentrating his
troops at Mukullo, which place s well fortifed
and amply supplied with provisions, and is pre-
pared to repel the forces of the ensmy whioh
are moving In that direetion.

The annunneement had a deaply emotional ef-
fect upon the Clinmber,

The Cabinet to.-day discussed the situstion
and decided to send refinforcoments, ammuni-
tlon, and artillery by the first transport, which
will probably start to-morrow.

The public s much excited over the news of
the defeat. It ls supposed that Ras Makonnen's
rovent overtures for peace were & ruse, of which
Major Toeselll was the viotim,

It was announced this evening that Gen. Arl-
mondl, who went tn suocor Major Tossalll, en-
gaged the Abyssinians and stopped thelr ad-
vance. The enomy's loss was severe. Gen,
Arlmondl has safely reached the wicinity of
Adigrat.

Major Tossclli's force conslsted of 1,200 na-
tive troops, twenly commlissioned Ttallan offi-
cors, and forty non-commlissioned oMcers. He
nlso had a mountaln battery,

Loxpon, Dec, D.—A despatch from Rome to
the Central Nows sayn that tho foroe that went
to the rellef of Major Tosselll repulsed sucoes-
nive bodles of Abyssinlans, but could not reach
Mnjor Tosselll, The latter's troops lad ex-
hansted thelr ammaunition. Assoon as the en-
emy learned this they charged upon the [taliana,
nearly all of whom were massacred. It Is known
that fourteen Itallan ofMcers and 700 men were
killed, while 800 are missing. Gen. Baratier! is
hartening to engage the enamy.

The Daily News has a despateh from Rome
that confirms the report that fourteen Itallan
offioers and 700 men were killed by the Abyasin-
fane. The despatch adds that the refnforee-
menta that will be sent to the Italian troops will
comprise nix battalions, numbering 5,000 men.

ENGLAND AND VENEEUELA.

Htata Department Ofcials Dscredit the
Htory of an Ultimatam,

WasmimoToN, Dec. 9.—Btate Department
nfficials are confident that mome mistake hna
boen made in the assertion that Great Britain
has presented m peremiptory demand on Veneze
uela for £12,000 aa “*smart'’ money on account
af the Yuruan incldent. They are disposed
to doubt altogether that any ultimatum haa
been sent to Venezuela at all, but if n note de-
manding redresa for a supposed indignity Las
been addressed to Presldent Crespo, It is re-
garded as incredinle that it should ask for such
an exorbitant amount as $00,000. The hign-
est flpure given at the time of the draughting
of the so-called ultimatum last October was
£1,000. and considering the nature of the in-
cldent this was thought to be rather a fancy

valuation for the alleged insult to a colonial
policeman.
